Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  state  of  public  health  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Brightlingsea. 

nvTBCTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  received  for  the  year  was  48,  and  whooping  cough 
accounted  for  38  of  these.  In  1957  there  were  64  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  and  these,  of  course,  included 
the  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  we  had  that  year.  There  were 
no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  1958 ■>  It  is 
interesting  to  record  that  382  people  in  Brightlingsea  have, 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  received  poliomyelitis 
vaccination,  although  at  this  stage  it  is  not  possible  to 
regard  this  as  bearing  any  relationship  to  the  absence  of 
poliomyelitis  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

IMUNISATION 

A large  number  of  the  public  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  by 
the  County  Health  Service. 

Many  people  are  now  protected  against  the  disease 
and  it  would  seem  that  this  must  cause  a change  in  the  pattern 
of  future  outbreaks.  Epidemiologists  will  watch  with 
considerable  interest  any  change  of  this  nature. 

We  must  however  continue  to  call  the  attention  of 
parents  to  the  importance  of  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria 
immunisation  and  to  vaccination  against  smallpox,  all  of  which 
are  most  important.

HOUSING 

The  Council  continued  v/ith  their  building 
programme  during  the  year.  42  houses  were  built  on  land 

adjacent  to  previous  housing  schemes  in  the  North  of  the 
town.  The  provision  of  these  new  houses  has  greatly  reduced 
the  waiting  list. 

One  small  clearance  area  was  declared  and  the 
tenants  requiring  rehousing  were  accommodated  by  the  Council. 
The  programme  for  clearing  the  unfit  property  will  continue, 
although  there  seems  little  doubt  that  recent  legislation  will 
encourage  the  repair  and  improvement  of  much  substandard 
property. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  November  a National  "Guard  that  Fire"  Campaign 
was  launched  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  support  from 
Local  Authorities. 

In  my  Districts  the  campaign  was  well  patronised. 
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Fire  Officers  gave  lectures  in  the  school,  ironmongers  staged 
displays  of  fire  guards,  leaflets  were  distributed  and  in  the 
cinemas  short  films  v/ere  projected  as  part  of  the  programme. 
Our  thanks  must  be  recorded  to  all  those  who  co-operated  in 
making  the  campaign  a success.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
as  a result  of  this  propaganda  the  number  of  burning  accidents 
in  the  home  will  be  considerably  reduced,

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAITCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

After  long  service  with  the  Urban  Pistrict  Council 
the  Water  Manager,  Mr.  I.  S.  Priest,  retired  in  May  1958  sind 
complete  control  of  the  Undertaking  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Surveyor's  Department, 

On  taking  over  responsibility  for  the  ?/ater?/orks, 
a sxirvey  of  the  equipment  was  made  and  was  found  to  be  generally 
operating  in  a very  satisfactory  condition.  The  inspection, 
however,  did  reveal  that  the  electric  pump  at  the  Church  Road 
Waterworks  was  in  need  of  reconditioning  and  this  v/ork  was 
placed  in  hand  and  completed  satisfactorily. 

The  survey  of  the  Waterworks  v/hich  took  place  at 
the  time  of  taking  over  revealed  that  no  up-to-date  reliable 
plan  of  the  town's  water  mains  was  available  and  measures  were 
taken  to  correct  this  omission,  A sectional  plan  at  I/125O 
Scale  has  been  prepared  which  indicates  the  position  of  the 
mains,  sizes,  and  valves  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

During  the  year  a section  of  3"  water  was  laid  along 
Robinson  Road  in  view  of  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  Red  Barn 
Road  and  Bell  Green  Corner,  This  main,  as  v/ell  as  providing  a 
supply  for  possible  building  development,  also  replaced  a 
considerable  number  of  individual  service  pipes,  many  in 
doubtful  condition,  which  were  supplying  the  existing  properties 
in  this  area. 

Arising  from  the  change  of  Direction  of  the  Water- 
works, it  v/as  also  decided  to  streamline  the  Recordkeeping 
System  and  a nev/  Register  was  prepared  to  replace  the  three 
existing  books. 

Samples  of  water  from  Wells  and  Mains  were  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  examination  and  Chemical  Analysis  during  the 
year 5 all  samples  were  commented  on  satisfactorily  and  were  of 
suitable  standard  for  drinking  purposes.  No  significant 
increase  in  the  saline  content  in  the  water  from  the  deep  Well 
v/as  experienced  and  this  may  have  been  due  to  the  exceptional 
rainfall  v;hich  v;as  experienced  during  the  last  year. 

Statistics  have  revealed  that  the  rainfall  for  1958  as  a 
percentage  of  the  average  for  the  years  I916  - 195^  was  l60fo» 
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Records  have  shown  some  reduction  in  the  consumption 
of  water  per  head  of  population  and  whilst  special  attention 
has  been  given  to  reducing  loss  of  water  through  wastage,  this 
improvement  may  he  due  to  the  alteration  in  Recordkeeping. 

SEWERAGE  AND  RRAIMGE 

As  referred  to  in  the  report  on  the  Water  Supplies, 
the  area  of  Essex  in  which  Brightlingsea  is  situated,  v/as 
subject  to  abnormal  rainfall  during  the  year  1958.  This 
situation  gave  rise  to  serious  difficulties  with  the  tovra's 
sewerage  system  and  surcharging  took  place  on  frequent 
occasions  resulting  in  manhole  covers  being  lifted  at 
critical  points  in  the  system. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  also  the  slow  progress  of 
the  survey  of  the  town's  sewers  it  was  decided  to  appoint 
Consulting  Engineers  to  complete  this  work  and  report  on 
improvements  necessary  to  both  the  Sewage  System  and  Se?/erage 
Disposal  Works. 

At  an  early  stage  in  their  investigations  it  was 
discovered  that  approximately  1,000  ft.  of  dual  15"  sewer  pipe 
was  silted  up  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  have  these 
pipes  cleared. 

Whilst  this  work  will,  no  doubt,  assist  in  reducing 
the  incidence  of  surcharging  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
Consultants  final  report  will  call  for  considerable  increase 
in  the  size  of  the  pipes  in  the  lo?/er  part  of  the  tov/n  which 
discharge  to  the  Sewerage  Disposal  Works. 

Rr/ER  Al'TD  STREAM  POLLUTION 

This  discharge  of  sewage  effluent  is  still  restricted 
to  a period  of  2 to  4 hours  after  high  'water  and  no  direct 
pollution  of  the  Brightlingsea  Creek  or  Colne  River  Estuary  is 
believed  to  have  been  caused  by  the  operation  of  the  Disposal 
Works .

The  total  number  of  persons  registered  to  sell  ice 
cream  is  15 . No  ice  cream  is  sold  in  this  District  except  as 
pre-wrapped  from  reputable  sources.  All  samples  of  ice  cream 
examined  were  Grade  I . 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  four  bakehouses  in  the  Urban  District, 
but  there  are  no  underground  bakehouses.  Three  inspections 
v/ere  made  during  the  year. 

SHELLFISH 

During  1958,  946?171  Oysters  v/ere  passed  through 
the  purification  tanks  at  Brightlingsea.  Ho  unsatisfactory 
results  v/ere  obtained  from  bacteriological  examinations. 

PUBLIC  CLEAHSIITG 

The  Public  Cleansing  continues  to  be  carried  out 
satisfactorily  in  the  area  and  summer  tipping  is  now  taking 
place  on  the  nev/  site  in  Back  Road. 
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Every  effort  is  being  made  to  operate  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Regulations  and  any  complaints  of 
nuisance  are  immediately  attended  to. 

Street  gullies  are  emptied  mechanically  three  times 

per  year. 
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
